The resignation of Mr. Alfred J. Mor- 
risson, 1s amember of the House of 
Represeotatives from Lincoln county, 
and his adoption of the highest and 
poblest of all professions, that of the 
Christian Ministry, has excited the ac- 
miration of his many friends through- 
out this section of the State. : 
It is a rare action in times like these. 
Young, full of hope and energy, gifted 
with more than ordinary powers of 
mind, and endowed with qualities of 
head aud heart which would have won 


|} for him the affections and csteem of the 


pedple, he was just entering upon 
political career of honor and usefulness 
that gave noble promise of a bright fu- 
ture. Though one of the youngest 
members of the General Assembly, he 
took a high stand in that honorable 
body, and more than once electrified the 
Houge with bursts of genuine eloquence.
